85 per cent last year. There

considerable frost damage in the 
central part of the corn belt,- In New 
England, and in New York and much 
damage from rain in the west s.outh 
central states during the last month. 
Potatoes showed much 
improve- 


ment, resulting in an increase of 
15,298,000 bushels over the forecast 
In October. Production is estimated 
at 416.722,000 bushels, which is about 
35,000,000 bushels less than last year's 
crop. The increase for the month 
was found In New England 
New 


York, Pennsylvania 
and Michigan. 


The 'quality of the crop is good *n 
the large producing states, except 
In Michigan, where many are hollow 
causing- severe grading.
